A CHARNEL HOUSE. 


That Is What the Reform Behoot at 
W sikeshs in Becoming-A Malig­ 
nant Type of TyphoM Fever Pre­ 
vailing In 
the Institution—Five 
Deaths Already Reported and Many 
Down with tho Disease—The d o se 
Mouthed Managers Refuse to Make 
Any Disclosures. 
.Special Dispatch to the Sentinel. 
W a u k esh a , Sept 29.—A terrible state of 
affairs exists at the State Industrial School 
far Boys, located at the southwestern sub­ 
urbs of this village. About two months 
ago several of the inmates were takeu with 
a fever, which latterly assimed a malig­ 
nant form of typhoid. The malady was at 
first confined to building No. 7, but it con­ 
tinued to spread, and now none of the 
buildings are tree from it. The Sentinel 
correspondent this afternoon visited the 
institution In company with Dr. Joshua 
Bacon, and learned that there are at pres­ 
ent fourteen casus, and that three deaths 
have resulted within the past week Three 
ot the boys are in a very critical condition, 
aud in tact one of them was llieu found to 
be lying at the point ol death. Before this 
will appear the little fellow will have 
joined his three comrades. Among the 
sick is William Sleep, acting superintend­ 
ent since the removal of S. J. M. Putnam, 
but 
he 
is 
now considered 
mu id 
danger. Five other officers are down with 
the lever, but they wi re removed to their 
respective homes, so that they are not at 
the school. One of them, Lorenzo Lovo, 
was taken to the residence of his father, 
just oui of the village, a few days ago, and 
since that time the whole family have 
been attacked by the fever, aud one of them 
di d t'-lay. 
Dr. Bacon, like everyone else who could 
give information, is very reticent. I suc­ 
ceeded, however, in pumping him to the 
extent that the sanitary condition of the 
school is constantly growing worse, and 
if something is not done at once he is very 
fearful ot the result. Instead of abating, 
the laver Is spreading daily. I also called 
ou ex-Scnator Wm. Blair, the local mem­ 
ber of the board of . managers, of the 
school, and found him and Judge Gibbs, 
of Whitewater, another member, io close 
conference and with very long faces. Both 
gentlemen wore very close-mouthed. Mr. 
Blair, in response to a question, said he 
was positive that the water supplied to the 
school contains no impurities, and that the 
prevalence of the fever cannot be at­ 
tributed to it. He could give no reason for 
the terrible condition of things at the 
school, however. 
Mr Blair’s sUtetemeots evidently are 
well founded in lace of the facts 
Tho in­ 
stitution obtains it water from wells situa­ 
ted near the building, and which, as far ss 
can be learned, are surrounded by sewers, 
drains, etc. It is not all unlikely, but is 
probable, that the will water has become 
impregnated with impurities iron) these 
sources.

A Wealthy Farmer and his

STEEL PENS.

The early history of the steel pen is CU- 
nom ly ob -cure. 
The most diligent search 
tails to discover the first m aker or earliest 
ditto of this implement. 
There W’ete steel, 
or, rath ir, iron pens made, we believe, in 
Holland as early as the 17th ceutury. To­ 
wards the close ut the last century, Mr. 
Harrison, an ingenious Birmingham m e­ 
chanic, made steel pens for Dr. Priestly. 
One of them ii nothing more than a tube 
turned out of a flat strip of meta!, w ith the 
sides and points filed away in the shape of 
a pen 
The first actual supply of such 
pens, it is believed (the authority for the 
statement is no mord than local tradition), 
was made by a Sheffield workm an whose 
name is forgotten. 
From tim e to tim e as 
far back as 1809, steel pens, hand fashioned 
turned and tiled, ;were made as curiosities, 
or luxuries I dr presents ; but it was not 
until about ISH that such instruments were 
produced in considerable quantities as 
regular articles ot manufacture. Mr. Jam es 
Terry was the first manufacturer, but the 
process was tedious and costly. The metal 
was steel, rolled out of wire, and for this 
Mr. Terry paid as muck as seven shillings 
a iKUind. To the first person he employed 
he gave live shillings for making each pen; 
and even when the trade had become reg­ 
ular, he gave tor some years as much as 36 
shillings a gross to Ins workm en. 
Now, 
thanks to m achinery and modern improve 
mcnt#, pens—not very £°ud* perhaps, but 
good enough to write w o h — can be made 
and sold at a profit for three cents per 
gross!

The yield of wrappers of this tobac­ 
co will be remembered for a long time to come as 
highly unsatisfactory, while in quality It cannot 
be surpassed, lf there were any rival tobacco In 
the market, holders of the *73 Pennsylvania 
would lose enormously. The *78 Connecticut, 
fine, silky aud popular as It Is, Is equally lacking 
in wrappery stock, and of the *78 State there are 
not sufficient quantities to interfere with the 
sales and prices of the two first-named articles. 
Under these circumstances manufacturers will 
bo losers this year, unless they raise the prices of 
their cigars couelderably. It would be better for 
them to do It now than later.
